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GOLDEN SUNSHINE 


OUR 1956 SEEDLING PATCH 


After growing seedlings for sixteen years, the past season was probably as exciting 
as any we have had down through the years. We had practically no rain, and our 
corn crop failed, but we kept some of our glads going well with Skinner watering system 
We had 345 Seedling selections from the previous season to plant and judge Sail. 
135 were discarded, but at least twenty of the remainder were set up for careful 
judging in 1957. Six of these were “Smalls” or of the Miniature type, and we are 
certain that several of these will be named and introduced soon. My wife named 
one tiny smokey “LITTLE FAWN,” for it was truly the color of a tiny fawn. We 
have about 30 bulbs of it for 1957 blooming, and hope to get it into a show On two. 
We have never seen another glad with its lovely color. Then there was little 
“STARFACE” a tiny yellow with a reddish star marking in its face. A sort of tiny 
red spear in each petal. We expect to get it into a mid-season show next summer. 


Among our older seedlings was the SINGLE SPIKE CHAMPION at the State 
Show in Spencer. It is a very fine blotched variety, and could be introduced soon. 
We had Champion Seedling in the Omaha, Lincoln and Sioux City shows too, and 
were very thrilled over our successes in the shows. Our old favorite, SUGAR ELL 
does not get around to bloom until the Show season is well spent. In 1955 we had 
basket of her blooms in the Spencer show, the only time we have been able to get 
it into a show. We now have over nine thousand bulbs of it, but it may never reach 
the market as our son contends that it is a big advantage to have “exclusive” on such 
a popular bloom for his “Up-town” flower shop. This seedling is a very bright firey 
salmon, with no other color or markings of any kind. We have been growing it 
snce 1949. Local florists are wild about it, but our son Bill seems to have the edge. 
The color is much more brilliant than average salmons or pinks. 


Our seed grew so poorly in 1955, that we had practically nothing to bloom as 
“first bloomers,” so we just passed them up for 1957 blooming, from the large bulbs. It 
is difficult to get representative bloom from No. 7 bulbs, but when these 16,000 bloom 
in 1957, we will be having a great time again. Our seed production in 1956 was ex- 
cellent, and we will try to grow at least 50,000 new ones next summer. It is great fun 
but a lot of work. We hope that a kind Providence will send us plenty of rain next 
Spring and Summer. Our corn crop failed this year, and it hurts business; but we 
still have FAITH. Why not write and tell us about your own seedlings? Why not get 
some seed made? 


THE ALL AMERICA BOARD OF DIRECTORS 


When this writer was elected to the Board of Directors a few years ago, I was 
very happy to have this honor and privilege. There is quite a responsibility and chore 
that goes along with it. It is the duty of each Director to plant and grow his portion 
of the bulbs sent to him for trial each season; and he must faithfully care for them 
and judge them as they start blooming. This judging must be faithfully and carefully 
done without fear or favor, and “with malice toward none.” 


After several meetings with the group, I must earnestly say that I believe every 
one of the thirty-one men on that board are 100% sincere and faithful to that trust. 
It is a great privilege to sit with them and listen to their remarks. There were thirty 
seedlings in the trials this past season, and a number of them seemed almost fine enough 
to win as they bloomed. But I scored each one right down the line AS I SAW THEM, 
and I hope that my scoring was fairly accurate. I know it was honest. 


Yes, these thirty-one men are ALL honest, and have a real responsibility in 
their hands, selecting Glads that are worthy. I do sincerely believe that their program 
will add much to the popularity of GLADIOLUS, and bring much greater returns to 
the hybridizers who grow them for cut-flowers, and for the sale of bulbs. 


More power to THE ALL AMERICA BOARD, and their great effort. If you have 
a good seedling, why not send it along to the Trials, and see if it might be “good 
enough to win.” Drop me a line, if interested. 
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CARIBBEAN (AAGS) (Patent Applied 
For) (376) (Baerman-Fischer, 1957) (70 
days) (Beauty’s Blush x Better Times). 

The delicate blue tones of this excit- 
ing novelty present an unusual combin- 
ation of rare blue-violet petals handsome- 
ly embellished by a rich, deep violet 
throat and a small cream spear. Caribbean 
opens from 9-11 precisely styled florets at 
one time in formal, double-row place- 
ment. It possesses a quality uncommon to 
many varieties and almost a rarity among 
“so-called blue glads,” that of extreme 
vigor. In every way, Caribbean displays 
top performance. It consistently produces 
tall, well-proportioned spikes and un- 
usually healthy bulbs. It is the first dis- 
tinctly ruffled blue-violet gladiolus. Every 
flower lover will want this striking novel- 
ty in his garden. Its refreshing beauty 
will make it a sure-fire winner in its 
class at flower shows. 

Caribbean has been a prime favorite 
with us ever since it bloomed as a seed- 
ling. While a seedling it received the 
following awards: Award of Merit by the 
Rhode Island Trial Grounds, Approval 
Award by MHybridizer’s Guild and 
N.A.G.C. Trial Gardens, and Silver Medal 
by the Canadian Trials. 


ROYAL STEWART (AAGS) (Plant Patent 
No. 1339) (450) (Pommert, 1956) (75 days) 
(Red Charm x Seedling) 

Royal Stewart is the leading 1956 in- 
troduction according to the N.A.G.C. Sym- 
posium. Appleblossom was second. What 
a testimony for the All-Americas! Royal 
Stewart led all other varieties in its class 
as an exhibition variety in this same poll. 
It was grand champion at our Minnesota 
State Show last summer and we expect it 
has many more winnings to its credit, 
when all the show reports are compiled. 

Royal Stewart consistently produces tall, 
straight spikes that open 8-10 recurved 
florets in formal, double-row placement. 
Color is clear, light red. The picture on 
page 5 is an excellent likeness of this 
grand variety. 


MAYTIME (AAGS) (Patent Applied For) 
(442) (Baerman-Fischer, 1957) (70 days) 
(Beauty’s Blush x Friendship). 


A light-hearted charm surrounds this 
brightly colored glad. The gracefully ruf- 
fled deep, pure pink florets with their con- 
trasty large white throats bring back the 
memory of the freshness of May-blooming 
flowers. Maytime is a lithesome glad of 
good height. It readily opens 8-10 flor- 
ets on spikes of five and one-half feet 
tall. A robust grower, Maytime has won- 
derful plant health and makes fine, plump 
bulbs. You will love Maytime for its long 
ribbon of color, for the silky taffeta sheen 
of its petals, and for its remarkable ease 
of growth. An ideal flower for either cut- 
ting or exhibition and a gem for the home 
garden. 


Maytime was nicknamed “Pink Rib- 
bon,” while it was with us as a seed- 
ling. It was Second Day Grand Champ 
at Sioux City last summer. 


APPLEBLOSSOM (AAGS) (Plant Patent 
No. 1517 (460) (Baerman-Fischer, 1956) 
(65 days) (Beauty’s Blush x Rose Charm) 

Introduced last year, this exquisitely 
tinted All America glad has won many 
friends and admirers. The predominating 
color is a clean, snowy white with a flush 
or corona of cool, rose-pink at the edges 
of the petals. Eight to ten trimly tailored 
florets, five inches in diameter, and of very 
heavy substance, are open at once on 
spikes up to five feet tall. A grand cutter. 
A vigorous, easy grower that performs 
well with only average culture. 


“A honey of an All-American. We or- 
dered but three bulbs of Appleblossom 
and each one turned out to be near per- 
fection with 8-9 open florets. It is certain- 
ly high on the list of the world’s most 
beautiful gladiolus as seen and voted for 
by more people than any other glad en- 
tered in the Hall of Fame at the Minne- 
sota State show this year.”

Golden Sunshine is a vibrant yellow of leathery 
substance, slightly ruffled with 8-10 florets open at once in 
formal placement. Spikes attain a height of five feet on strong, 
rugged plants. Average producer of bulblets that make un- 
usually robust growth. Golden Sunshine is exceptionally 
value as a late fall cut-flower making marketable spikes even 
from small bulbs. 


Golden Sunshine has a long list of seedling awards. It won 
the coveted silver Medal from the Canadian Trial Grounds and 
the Approval Award given by the North American Gladiolus 
Council.

1957) (75 days) (Beauty’s Blush x Rose Charm) To 
many of you Rose Spire has a familiar ring for this bright rose 
glad has graced the seedling section of various shows for the 
past few summers. Indeed, Rose Spire received top honors at 
the 1954 Central International Gladiolus Show in Rochester, 
Minn., and in 1955 was Grand Champion of the West Texas 
Gladiolus Show. It won Approval Awards from the Hybrid- 
izer‘s Guild and the N.A.G.C. In addition to these laurels, Rose 
Spire has been well received by uor florist trade, locally as well 
as those at a distance. It opens remarkably well in water and 
keeps its color and size to the tip, very important characteristics 
in a good commercial. But nature saw fit to add another im- 
portant quality and that is the ability to make marketable 
spikes from all sizes of bulbs. In fact, this quality more than 
any other, has impressed our grower-friends. They all feel 
that it is a promising commercial cut-flower because of its 
splendid growing habits and its lovely, much needed color. 

As the name implies, Rose Spire makes lofty spire-like 
spikes having up to 10 open on a 22-23 bud flowerhead. No 
other glad we know has the lively, clear rose coloring of Rose 
Seg It is glorious in the field but even more eye-catching 
indoors.

PIERROT: (Japan) (301) This odd num- 
ber is white with dark violet markings in 
lower petals and smaller markings on 
other petals. Quite unusual. A striking 
flower though good for arrangements. Lg.
